Canadian Government Voted Out 


OTTAWA (AP)—Prime Minister 
John Diefenbaker’s Conservative 
government t o p p l e d Tuesday 
night on a vote of nonconfidence 
assaying his indecision over ac­ 
cepting U.S. nuclear warheads. 
New elections for Parliament 
must be held within 60 days 
throughout Canada. 
The vote was 142 to 111. 
A last-minute attack by Diefen- 
baker on so-called U.S. intrusions 
in Canadian affairs failed to save 
has minority government. The op­ 
position Liberal, Social Credit and 


New Democratic parties combined 
forces in the House of Commons 
and voted the government down. 
No Majority 
Dieferibaker’s government had 
failed to retain its parliamentary 
majority in elections last June, 
but bad managed to govern with 
the quiet support of the right-wing 
Social Credit party, whose 30 
seats held the balance. 
But in the end it was a Social 
Credit motion that defeated Die- 
fenbaker. It charged that the 
government had failed to give a 


dear statement of defense policy 
and had failed to live up to its 
budgetary responsibilities. 
The political fate of Diefen- 
baker, 67-year-oid former country 
lawyer, was left in doubt. Even 
before the vote, informed sources 
reported that some of Diefen- 
baker’S Cabinet ministers were 
pressing for his resignation in an 
effort to stave off the govern­ 
ment’s fail. 
However, Gov. Gen. George 
Varner. undoubtedly will ask Die­ 
fen baker to remain at the head 


of an interim government until 
elections are held. 
Key issue in the Diefenbaker 
government’s downfall was the 
delay in execution of Canada’s 
1959 cotnmitments to arm with 
U.S. nuclear weapons as part of 
the 
U.S.-Canadian 
defense 
of 
North America. 
The issue was brought to a 
crisis by a U.S. State Department 
statement last week criticizing the 
delay. Diefenbaker charged that 
the statement was an unwarranted 
intrusion in Canadian affairs. Hie 


opposition agreed, but the Liberal 
party specially abo agreed with 
the U.S. government that Canada 
should accept the nuclear war­ 
heads without delay. 
Canada has invested $700 mil­ 
lion in missiles, planes and artil­ 
lery with nuclear capability. Lib­ 
eral leader Lester B. Pearson 
charged that they were wasted 
without the warheads. But Dief­ 
enbaker insisted on further delay, 
citing 
changing defensive 
ar­ 
rangements and what he called 
the threat to Canada’s sovereignty 
The Daily Record 
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posed by U.S. control of the war­ 
heads. 
Hie dispute split Diefenbaker’s 
own Cabinet. Defense Minister 
Douglas Harkness quit Monday 
and declared Canada should have 
accepted the nuclear warheads 
long ago. He also predicted the 
conservatives would lose the next 


election unless the government 
agreed to accept the warheads. 
During the debate on the no- 
confidence motion, Diefenbaker 
assailed the U.S. State Depart­ 
ment and Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk in an effort to split the op­ 
position’s rare showing of una­ 
nimity.

centers to probe the causes. 
“Hie time has come for a bold 
new approach,” Kennedy and, to 
mofaflize new medical, scientific 
and maul tools and insights. 
Howe Speaker, John W. Mc­ 
Cormick, D-Maas., said the mes­ 
sage “points the way for a com­ 
passionate people to extend a 
helping hand to those who must 
depend so much on their fellow 
men."

D-Tex., said Kennedy had brought 
into the open “a growing national 
problem thai has too long been 
clouded by superstition and sur­ 
vival ai the relics of witchcraft.” 


“This new national approach Is 
badly needed,” he added.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Calls for 
an investigation of just how much 
this country knows about what is 
going on in Cuba arose in both 
houses of Congress Tuesday. 
Members 
grew 
increasingly 
edgy over charges that the Soviet 
military threat to the island is 
more dangerous than the Kennedy 
administration admits. 
Developments included: 
1. In the Senate, Asst. Demo­ 
cratic Leader Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey of Minnesota called a news 
conference to urge a public con 
gresstonal inquiry at which the 
head of foe Central Intelligence 
Agency, among others be ques­ 
tioned. 
2. In foe House a brief but sharp 
debate broke out over Republican 
criticism of Kennedy administra­ 
tion policies. Rep. William E. 
Minshall, R-Ohio, proposed a joint 
congressional Investigation into all 
federal intelligence agencies. 
3. Rep. Samuel S. Stratton 
D-N.Y., accused Sen. Kenneth 
B. Keating, R-N.Y., of talking 
through his hat when he said the 
Russians are maintaining missile 
bases in Cuba. 
4. Keating replied that “Hie 
situation in Cuba is extremely 
critical and is becoming more so 
every day.” 
Although Humphrey implied he 
believes President Kennedy favors 
public hearings on the controver­ 
sy, foe White House kept hands 
off. 
Pierre Salinger, the President’s 
press secretary, said that as far 
as he knows Kennedy has not ex­ 
pressed himself on foe matter. 
Humphrey told newsmen he 


thought there should be public 
testimony from CIA Director John 
A. McCone, among others. 
“Candor Is required in this situ­ 
ation,” 
Humphrey 
said. 
“We 
should have open sessions on these 
matters. There isn’t any informa­ 
tion that is going to be kept secret 
anyway.” 
In a slap at Keating and others 
who dispute administration con­ 
tentions that there has been no 
significant military buildup in 
Cuba since the October missile 
crisis, 
Humphrey 
said: 
“Hie 
worst thing that can be done is 
to create doubt and suspicion.”

WASHINGTON AP — Tile sometimes contro­ 
versial activities of Hep. Adam Clayton Powell, (D- 
N.Y.), came under scathing attack from Sen. John 
J. Williams, (H-Del.), in an unusual Senate speech 
Tuesday. 
Williams protested w hat ho t ailed Ute “loose 
maimer in which the administration has !>een shov­ 
eling the taxpayers' money out” to Powell, a Harlem 
Baptist preacher. 
Williams complained also that “I find no evi­ 
dence" that the government is really trying to col­ 
lect $41,015.15 in taxes it says Powell owes. 
Ile pictured the whole story as adding up to 
federal agencies “vying with each other as to whi 
could curry the most favor” with Powell. 
Williams said Powell, “whose escapades have 
been on the front pages of every newspaper for sev­ 
eral months, could well be recognized as an expert 
on ’adult delinquency/ but certainly, he ii not the 


calmier of man who the American jieople would want 
to set an example for the youth of our country." 
This remark was in connection with Williams' 
objection to what he termed a questionable $-50,000 
grant to Powell and some assoc*iates to develop a do­ 
mestic )>eace corps in Harlem to combat juvenile de­ 
linquency. 
Williams frequently makes speeches protesting 
what he considers a waste of federal money. But 
it is rare for a member of one chamber to criticize 
on the floor a member of the other chamber. 
There was no immediate comment from Powell, 
or from the government agencies involved. 
One of tile things Williams objected to was 
Powell’s trip abroad last summer with two women 
staff members of the House Education and Labor 
Committee, which Powell heads. 
In his reference to the trip, Williams said the

Signup Underway In County 


TUE SIGNUP for tho 1963 food 
grain program now i* under way 
in the ASCS County Office, Donald 
Roish, chairman of Monroe County 
Agricultural Stabilization and O b ­ 
servation County Committee an- 
nminoed. 
Tho signup period started Feb. 
I ami will continue through M ardi 
22. II tc program covers tile three 
major feed grains of corn, grain 
sorghum, and barley. 
Roush said, provisions follow 
those for 1961 and 1962 m ips by 
giving feed grain producers an op- 
p inturn! y to participate in tile pro­ 
gram by reducing acreages at 
least 20 per cent and devoting 
them to an approved conserving 
lase. By participat mg, they will re- 
xeive diversion payments and 
price-support payments, and they 
will he eligible to take p u t in the 
pcrro-support loan program. 


One important change from pro­ 
grams for previous years, Reish 
explained, is the priee-support pay- 
ment which participating farmers 
will receive on the normal produc­ 
tion of die aeres planted to the feed 
grains in 19(13. 
The payments have been set at 
IS cents per Ixwiiel on corn, 16 
cents per bushel on grain sorghum, 
and 14 cents per bushel on birley. 
Unlike the regular priee-support 
loan, the rates for the price-sup- 
port payments will be the same 
throughout the country; they will 
not vary by counties. 
Reish also said that th« year, 
the pricc-.support loans or pur­ 
chase agreements will be available 
to program participants on the en­ 
tire crop produced on the 1963 feed 
grain acreage; in 1962, the loan 
was restricted to the normal pro­ 
duction of such acreage.

Needle In The Haystack 


New federal tax provisions, now in 
effect, will partially close at least one 
clarin* “tax loophole.” What are known 
as “patronage dividends,” paid to mem­ 
bers of marketing and purchasing co­ 
ops, will be subject to the federal in­ 
come tax. whether they are 
paid 
in 
goods or in cash. 
This represents a praiseworthy, long- 
needed change in policy. The co-opera­ 
tives concerned are business operations 
competing directly with other business­ 
es operating in a wide range of fields. No 
good case can be made for tax favorit­ 
ism. 
But the new provisions do not go far 
enough. 
The Rural Electrification Ad­ 
ministration co-ops, and the telephone 
co-ops will still be free by law from fed­ 
eral taxation. 
Finding the logic in this is like look­ 


ing for a needle in a haystack. The elec­ 
tric co-ops constitute a big and prosper­ 
ous industry. Many of them are oper­ 
ating or attempting to gain the right to 
operate in non-rural industrial and ur­ 
ban areas—areas which are or would be 
served with total adequacy by investor- 
owned power companies which pay an 
average of 25 percent of all their reve­ 
nues in taxes. 
Co-op spokesmen often 
make a point of calling their ventures 
private enterprises. But a “private en­ 
terprise” which operates on a tax-fav­ 
ored basis—along with additional im­ 
portant financial advantages 
provided 
bv government, 
and 
denied to other 
kinds of concerns providing the same 
service—is certainly a dubious one. 


This needle is still lost in the hay­ 
stack. 


Aiding The Needy 


Suppose you were running a business 
which had to pay its own way in every 
particular. And. then, supine the gov­ 
ernment subsidized your comi>etitors. 
And suppose, further, that the govern­ 
ment regulated your operation lock, 
stock and barrel—while your competi­ 
tors were regulated to a much lesser 
extent, or were not regulated at all. 
What kind of a fix would you be in? 
The answer to that is obvious. And 
this is the fix the railroads—our basic 
and essential domestic transportation 
agency—are in today and have been for 
years. 
The railroads receive no subsidies, di­ 
rect or indirect. But the government is 
continuing to spend billions ($14 billion 
in 1062 alone) on waterways, airways, 
highways and in other ways that add 
up to railroad competition. 
Then, to 


add insult to injury, the government, 
through the regulatory agencies, refus­ 
es to allow the railroads to make the 
most of their inherent advantages to 
meet that competition. 
For instance, 
it has often been decided that a railroad 
can’t reduce its rates if that would have 
a damaging effect on the business of 
other canners. 


President Kennedy’^ inclusive trans­ 
portation program goes before Congress 
once again. Its basic thought is that 
more reliance should be placed on com­ 
petition and less on regulation. That is 
the way to bring about a sound and pro­ 
gressive transportation industry, gear­ 
ed to the needs of the nation. And that 
is the way to assure the users of trans­ 
portation, of whatever kind, the best 
and most economical service.

Grass Root W ay To Education 


The iMvtteblc Federal aid-to- 
educatlon proposal has g o n e 
from the White House to Con­ 
gress, and shortly we will be 
witnessing the usual attempt to 
discredit opponents of such aid 
as mean-spirited reactionaries 
who want people to be kept in 
ignorance. 
But nobody has yet offered 
any real proof that there is at 
present sn "enrollment crisis" 
in the American school world; 
local communities have b e e n 
building schools like m a d for 
fifteen years. And nobody h a s 
offered any good reason to sup­ 
pose that these communities, 
save for a few benighted o r 
poorly-stricken pockets, wi l l 
not be able to meet and master 
the enrollment crises of the fu­ 
ture. 
On the college level the illu­ 
sion of an immediate enrollment 
crisis exists because of the phe­ 
nomenon of multiple applica­ 
tions. Thousands of a t u d e nts 
try to crash the pc .Us of the 
Ivy league institutions, for ex­ 
ample. 
But after Die turn-d ow n s, 
which are heart-rending in some 
cases, the unsuccessful a p p M- 
cants salve their wounded **t;ort 
by suing to smaller, less famous 
private institutions or to the big 
.State universities w h i c h a r e 
compelled by law to give local 
high school graduates a chance 
to show their worth. If tile stu­ 
dents who have been "bumped 
along" by the Ivy league and 
th# other top-drawer universities 


are truly college m a t e r i a l , 
they can get very good educa­ 
tions in the less g l a m o r o u s 
pisces. 
As for the theory that th e 
Federal government must move 
to meet an estimated $23 billion 
deficiency In college facilities 
for 1970, this, too, is sn illusion. 
We shall, of course, need e x- 
panded accommodations to eke 
care of the education-h u n g r y 
new generations. But virtually 
every local or State community 
has within itself the means of 
anticipating the future in t h i s 
matter of providing for educa­ 
tion. 
I think of the growth of little 
Quinnipiac College, In Hamden, 
Conn., a town not fa r f r o m 
where I live. It was started by 
an energetic group of l o c a l 
business men led by a pertina­ 
cious educator named Samuel 
Tater Hie group l>egan in 1929 
by offering business coulees to 
fifty students in some rooms on 
the second floor of an o f f i c e 
building. 
Now, with a millioti-d o 11 a r 
campus of its own and a vastly 
broadened curriculum which in­ 
cludes a two-year program I n 
Hie liberal arts, the college has 
I,.VOO students, drawn from a 75- 
mile t'ummutlng radius. 
Tile point ut this little success 
story is that Qulnrvipiac College 
has managed to finance i t s e l f 
alm<*t entirely out of tuition — 
in all the thirty-four years of its 
existence It has had only $20,000 
in gifts.

Khrushchev’s Lure

By Robert S. Allen 
and Paul Scott 
Washington—Premier Khrush­ 
chev is dangling a glittering lure 
as part of a proposed deal for 
a parkage agreement involving 
both West Berlin and a ban on 
nuclear testing. 
The Kremlin ruler’s come-on 
gimmick is an offer to do away 
with the Berlin Wall. 
The price demanded for elim­ 
inating this hated East-West bar­ 
rier is acceptance of a series of 
far-reaching concessions by the 
U.S., Britain and France. In ef­ 
fect, they amount to bowing to 
Khrushchev’s key terms on both 
Berlin and a test ban, as fol­ 
lows;

In Pennsylvania the office for 
the aging in Pennsylvania spent 
3496,961 entirely from state funds 
for state aided homes and com 
mumty grants. 
Medical AMI 
In Monroe County, the state de­ 
partment of public welfare spent 
11,017,757 in Monroe County dur­ 
ing 1961. Payments for patient 
care to Monroe County General 
Hospital under the Kerr-MMls 
medical aid program totaled 349, 
241 during the first nine months 
of 1962, with 819,781 for needy aged 
persons not on public assistance 
while aid to aged on relief rolls 
totaled 310,460. 
Also on the local level, the 
group cited the Men of Retired 
Age chib, the Leisure Hour, and 
the Senior Citizens as social 
groups and Laurel Manor as a 
privately sponsored home which 
also provides nursing care.

The Adams horns 
was the double-gabled house in

“The two most Important things 
for a good researcher are intel­ 
lectual curiosity and enthusiasm, 
and you have both,” he told her. 
She took the job and was soon 
caught up in the Arctic. She be­ 
came Stef’s Girl Friday and had 
been working for him for two 
years when they were married. 
By that time she was so involved 
to the Arctic she decided to con­ 
tinue working. Besides, “I realiz­ 
ed that if I didn’t work with Stef 
I’d never see him.” 
She went exploring with Stefans- 
aon to Iceland and Greenland but 
remained a tourist explorer. Her 
tours took her to Alaska and Si­ 
beria. where she was able to speak 
enough Russian to get along with­ 
out a guide, while gathering ma­ 
terial for her books. 
When the Stefanssons were look­ 
ing for a home for their library, 
which already occupied four apart­ 
ments in New York, Dartmouth 
came to the 
rescue. Its Polar 
Studies Library was set up. The 
Stefanssons spent most of their

•when youngsters are in the 
care of older brothers, or sisters, 
or sitters unaccustomed to Ae 
child or his routine, mishaps 
are also frequent. 
•Accidents to children occur 
during tense, unhappy parental 
situations. 
Hunger, emotional and physi­ 
cal, la behind much of Ae trou 
hie, point* out Dr. Robert J 
Haggerty, chief of the child 
healA division at the hospital. 
“If a mother is distracted be 
cause she's ill, worried, pre­ 
menstrual, in Ae midst of mov 
ing houses, or just plain over 
pressed her attention to and care 
for Ae children are bound to be 
less. Meals are apt to ba late, 
he says. 
The children are physically 
hungry because Aey are not 
getting fed. They are emotional 
ly hungry because they are not 
getting attention. These every 
day troubles 
set the stage for 
accidents." 
The youngsters look for for 
bidden things to do to attract 
parental attention and at least 
satisfy emotional 
hunger, the 
study committee explains. 
What can parents, particular­ 
ly moAers, do to protect their 
pre-schoolers?

U Thant 
Cites Apathy 
Of Women 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—In a pamphlet written for a 
U.N. .women’s group, Secretary- 
General U Thant says the apathy 
of women themselves is one of 
the 
biggest obstacles 
to their 
participation in public life. 


The United Nations this week­ 
end circulated the pamphlet on 
"Civic and Political Education of 
Women" for a March 11-29 ses­ 
sion of the U.N. Commission on I 
the Status of Women, which will 
consider it far publication. 
Speaking of factors that keep 
women from taking part in public 
life, it said: "Social and psycho­ 
logical 
factors 
are 
frequently 
linked—fear af social ostracism 
and diffidence on the part of 
women to enter into the political 
life of a community often have 
their origin in the customs and 
traditional attitudes of the com­ 
munity. 
"(But) women themselves fre­ 
quently fail to take advantage of 
the changing views of society. 
Their apathy and indifference and 
their lack of comprehension of 
their rights and duties as citizens 
are among the most serious ob­ 
stacles to be ov ercome. 
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Gaulle departs after Implanting 
the seeds of nationalistic glory 
and grandeur at tho expense of 
international cooperation? 
U.S. policy is beset with trou­ 
bles In all the hemispheres, and 
it appears indeed that at some 
moments she commits some cost­ 
ly fumbles. But she is not the 
only nation which is truing to ad­ 
vance the hall.
